The city of Naples does not seem 


tojbe in imminent danger, except that 
it pay be bombarded with a shower 


of hot ashes and scones as it was in 
1861. 


But Sorrento, with the villa of the 


famous American autnor, F. Marion 
Crawford and all those other 
de- 


lightful places which languish in the 
shadows of the great volcano 
are 


threatened with a catastrophe such as 
the one in Martinique, which shocked 
the world last year, and even their 
hapy-go-lucky population begins 
to 


feel worried. 


The volcanic phenomena observed 


resembles exactly those 
which pre- 


ceded those in the years 79, 472, 1737, 
1861 and 1872. 


Several distinct earthquakes have 


been felt. 


The volcano at night presents 
a 


beautiful though terrifying spectacle. 


A column of fire rises 
from the 


crater which is visible for many miles 
around, and loud 
explosions xare 


heard almost contffiually. 


A mass of lava is' pouring out

was released this morning 
on $500 


bond. 


His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 


Powelson, who live on North Eighth 
street, sent the money for the bond 
through the 
Commercial National 


bank late Tuesday afternoon. They 
also sent enough extra 
money for 


their son to come homa. 


Truman is well known in Coshocton 


having worked in the Tuscarora plant 
of the Meek & Beach company for a 
number of years. He has always en- 
joyed a good reputation and Is cred- 
ited with being a bright lad. 


The Sandusky Register 
gives the 


following account of 
young Powel- 


son's troubles: 


"A serious accident was narrowly 


averted about 11 
o'clock 
Monday 


morning on the Pennsylvania wliile 
the first section ot the excursion iraln 


from Coshocton was near Bay June* 
tion. 


"Tude Powelson was standing 
on 


one of the platforms and he uncoupled 
the cars by pushing a lever. The train, 
divided Into two parts and a serton* 
accident came very near being the r*~ 
suit. Powelson 
was 
immediately 


placed under arrest by Detective Ma»- 
terson. He was charged with inter- 
fering with railroad property. This is 
a very serious offense and at a hear- 
ing before Mayor Molter late In the 
afternoon he was bound over to the 
common pleas court in the sum of 
|500. 
He was unable to give bail 


and was removed to the county jail. 
Although none of the passengers were- 
Injured they were badly frightened. 
Powelson is about 23 years old and 
is of fine appearance. 


"Friends of the young man claim 


that he was standing against 
the

sure to report on Monday In order not 
to lose what Is coining to them. Ac- 
tors are distinctly temperamental and 
capricious, and If a manager were to 
pay off on Saturday night and there ex- 
isted any temporary dissatisfaction In 
the company be could never tell wheth- 
er he would have a chorus with which 
to on«>n up the week on Monday even- 
Ing.—New York Press.

Unlike Leo, the 
New Pope Does 
Not Come From 
A Noble Hoose

The new pope is one of eight chil- 


dren, two sons and six daughters. 
One of his sisters is a dressmaker, 
another is married to a Sacristan and 
peddler, a third married a wineshop 
keejper, and the others are unmarried. 
The new pope is the seventh who has 
come from the region 
of 
Venice, 


among whom was Benedict XII, who 
also came from Treviso, and who by 
a strange coincidence, 
was elected 


pope exactly 599 years ago yesterday. 


The new pope used to say that he 


did not like to go out of sight of the 
lions of St. Mark, which now he will 
never see again, if, as is almost sure, 
he follows the rule inaugurated by his 
two predecessors, never to leave the 
Vatican. In a few cases in which he 
came to Rome, on 
returning when 


asked if he enjoyed the gorgeousness 
of the papal court and the magnifi- 
cence of the functions, Sarto answer- 
.ed: 


"When I am there I feel like a flsh 


out of water." 


• He hast very modest tastes, having 
retained almost the same habits as 
•when he was a mere curate at Sal- 
pazo. 
He was severe but was just 


with hs clergy. There is nothing he 
dislikes so much as publicity, detest- 
ing the praise and compliments 
of 


courtiers. Frankness is another of his 
principal qualities, although he 
is 


somewhat timid. As the Italians say 
he has no harm on his tongue or pen. 
Even so, Pius X often wrote truths 
which were, perhaps unpleasant. 


The relations of Sarto with 
the 


house of Savoy are well illustrated 
by what occurre'd two months 
ago 


when the king of Italy went to Venice 
to open the international art exhibi- 
tion. King Victor Emanuel gave oru- 
ers that the patriarch be given pre 
cedence over all the local authorities 
but Sarto having arrived while 
thr- 


king was speaking to the prefect, who 
is the highest government official in 
the province, he refused to be 
an- 


nounced and said he would not dis- 
turb his majesty. He remained in an 
ante chamber affably conversing with 
the generals and admirals gathered 
there. When the king learned of his 
presence he came to receive him on 
the threshold of the chamber 
and 


kept him in conversation, 
accom- 


panying him afterwards in a gondola 
while all the soldiers 
and 
guards 


rendered Sarto military honors. Nac- 
urally this does not mean that Sarto, 
once pope, will fundamentally change 
the policy that the church has adopt- 
ed towards the Italian^ state, but, cer- 


tomed to. 


tainly, his personal feeling will 
favorable to moderation.

The elder brother of the pope, Aiv 


gelo, lives in the village of Dellegra- 
zie, province of Mantua, 
being the 


postman of the district and receiving

village, being known for miles arounc 
as the handsome Sarto sisters. 


Advices from RTese, the birthplace 


of Pius X, and a village of 4,000 in- 
habitants, state that the pope's moth- 
er, now dead, when livng there occu- 
pied a small peasant's house having 
in her humility always refused 
to 


live with her son, Guiseppe, as even 
his modest establishment was consid- 
ered by her to be too luxurious 
in 


comparison with what she was accus- 


When Pius X was bishop of Man- 


tua his brother, Angelo, used often to 
go there for reasons connected with 
his postal service. The other rlerks 
would ask him jokingly 
why 
hic; 


brother did not find him a beter po 
sition. Angelo with sturdy lndeper>l- 
ence, answered that he preferred only 
to be what he could make himself 
Still, following papal precedence, the 
obacconist and postman of Dellegra- 
:ie should become a royal count. 


Although little is known of Sarto's 


political tendencies he Is considered 
to be one more likely to avoid con- 
flicts and to continue 
the moderate 


policy of Pope Leo and Cardinal Ram- 
polla.
